It is now ab ou t 80 per cent, complet­ 
ed and the pu rpose is to ru sh it to 
completion in the next few months 
When finished the new Senate of­ 
fice b u ilding wu ll have cost $4,500 ,000, 
inclu sive of the site. 
This provides 
office rooms for 92 memb ers of tho 
senate and their attaches. 
It is rath­ 
er more than the cost of the Hou se 
office b u ilding, which was occu pied 
early in the last session of congress. 
There is no dou b t that a 
genu ine 
need for an office b u ilding of some 
sort, b oth for the senate and the hou se 
memb ers, has existed. 
In the capitol there are not enou gh 
committee rooms to go arou nd. 
Some 
of the senators have 
little,

rooms down in the terrace and many 
are ob liged to have their offices in the

capitol.

It will b e 52 b y 74 feet, 
will seat 300 people easily, and is in­ 
tended for pu b lic hearings. 
Not the least Interesting room 
of 
the office b u ilding will b e the dining­ 
room, 30x65, on 
the 
second 
floor, 
overlooking 
the 
capitol grou nds and 
the lib rary of congress. 
Here the 
senators hope to b e ab le to partake of 
their mu sh and milk and senate pie 
in something more of peace and soli­ 
tu de than they have b een ab le to find 
in the senate refectory at the north 
end of the capitol. 
One of the 
b analities 
of 
senate 
memb ership is that, whereas the aver- 
ng0 senator wou ld like to hie himself 
away to some seclu ded spot for lu nch, 
where his ears will not b e b eset with 
the trou b les of pension-hu nting and of­ 
fice-seeking constitu ents, it is impos­ 
sib le vO exclu de the proletariat entire­ 
ly from the senate restau rant as it 
now exists. 
It often happens, even, 
that a senator has to wait for serv­ 
ice while a waiter is serving a meal 
to some mere private citizen. 
Sen­ 
ators hope that u nder the new regime 
they will b e enab led to b e more thor­ 
ou ghly in retreat w'hen they want to 
partake of something to eat.

haps the most interesting school under 
the stars and stripes. 
They are the 
teachers appointed by the government 
to conduct the native school at Afog^ 
uak, Alaska. 
Afognak, Alaska, is but little known 
to the people of the United States, 
yet it was the third town started by 
the Russians In the early part of the 
last century on the Pacific. 
It would 
have little reason to demand even the 
attention of the government 
to-day 
were it not for the fact that one of 
the best Indian schools conducted In 
the territory of Alaska is maintained 
there. Afognuk is on an island of the 
same name in southwestern Alaska, 
Mrs. 
C. 
W. 
Hammond and her 
daugjAter are registered at the Dlller 
hotel. They have the task of teaching 
the 81 pupils who are enrolled at the 
Afognak school, and it is not likely 
that In all the possessions of the 
United States is there such a variety 
of color or intelligence among the na­ 
tives who are being educated. On one 
thing the natives, from the Aleuts to 
the Russian octoroons, 
are a unit. 
Every one is the most devout of Greek 
Catholics on Sunday. 
On other days 
they are simply natives. 
It was last year that Mrs. Hammond, 
who formerly lived at San Juan island. 
In Washington state, was appointed 
teacher at Afognak. 
When she ar^ 
rived there she found 
a school which 
had been established 20 years. It was 
rearranged to

ideas, and In a few weeks Mrs. Ham­ 
mo nd will, with her daughter, begin 
the fall term. 
“I enjoy th# work,” said Mrs. Ham­ 
mond, “for I find a great study in the 
natives. It would surprise people to 
know that of the 81 pupils in the 
school there is hardly one who does 
not take naturally to drawing. Why: 
H is astonishing to find that little tots 
who are just able to toddle to the 
schoolhouse when furnished with a 
pencil and paper begin drawing. 
I 
have fostered and 
encouraged 
this 
trait, and there are several of the old­ 
er children who are really clever. 
“Music, however, is the one thing 
that wins them, from the old, gray- 
haired men and women to the little 
boys and girls. 
They love music. 
They can sing far better than an equal 
number of country children In the 
states. 
They have their favorite In­ 
struments, too, mandolins 
and 
ac­ 
cordions. 
“Do they have phonographs? 
Why, 
there is not a popular air that has 
been sung in the United States in the 
last ten years that is not common in 
Afognak within three months after the 
record is made. 
I am taking a trunk 
full of records up with me. And among 
the records I had a demand for roine 
real classical music. 
“So far as the studies go. I cannot 
Ray that the natives are anxious to 
learn Flngllsh in its higher branches. 
There are some who are quite ^^ell 
advanced, but there are also many 


who attend schoo’ only by compulsion, 
although they are very proud of what 
education they possess after reaching 
maturity. 
“Aff/gnak show’s that 
the 
white 
blood must predominate. 
There are 
two villages. 
One Is the real native 
Aleuts town; the other the half-castes. 
I Yiave noticed that any native who 
has a dn>p of white blood in hisi or her 
veins looks down on the fuli Dlooded 
native.” 
There are no white men stationed at 
Afognak. A few’ prospectors and hun­ 
ters call there occasionally, so Mrs. 
Hammond and her daughter are alone 
among the natives. 
They say they 
get along splendid’v with them. 


CALLED FOR SKILL 


RAILROAD W ORK ACCOM PLISHED 


UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 


Line in 
Montana 
Carried 
Through, 
<« 
Though Obstacles of a Stupen­ 
dous Character Had to Be 
Met and Overcome. 


General Manager Battin of Winston 
Bros, has returned from a trip to Taft, 
where he made a general inspection 
of conditions pertaining to the work 
done on the St. Paul line. 
Mr. Battin 
unhesitatingly declares that the work 
is proceeding in splendid shape and is 
progressing beyond expectations. The 
work at Taft has been accomplished 
in the face of almost unheard of diffi­ 
culties and exigencies. 
The labor re­ 
quired to carry material over the Bit­ 
ter Root divide has been of a stupen­ 
dous character and one requiring an 
amount of engineering 
skill 
almost 
foreign to this western country. 
To cross the divide and transport 
material over the crest of the moun­ 
tain, which is 1,000 feet above the tun­ 
nel, the contractors have been com 
pelled to deal with a number of 
ex­ 
traordinary conditions. Every stick of 
timber which is to be used in the con­ 
struction of trestles and bridges 
on 
the w’estern slope of the Bitter R<<ot 
mountains must be carried over the 
peak, and for this piirpo.se tlu 
con­ 
tractors have been compelled to estab­ 
lish and maintain an electric cable way 
which is more than a mile long. 
This 
cable w’ay is constructed of a cable 
inches in diameter on which is 
suspended 
another cable of 
smaller 
gauge. 
The latter is connected with 
the power plant at Tfift 
and 
is ar­ 
ranged to run on the larger cable. An 
elaborate arrangement of clutches and 
chains are attached to tho Improvised 
trolley and upon these chains is sus­ 
pended the freight necessary to carry 
over the peak of the hill. The raise on 
which the trolley operates is 
about 
1,100 feet. All material is unloaded at 
Taft 
and 
hauled by 
wagons 
and 
sleighs to what is known as the hot- 
fom terminus of the cable 
way 
and 
from this point the material is handled 
by the cable line. 
As far as the St. Paul line ha^i pro­ 
ceeded through the mountain at Taft 
and in that vicinity, there are, all told. 
20 bridges and trestles 
in 
course of 
eonstruction. 
These structures range 
in height from 125 to 200 feet and from 
300 to 800 feet long. 
The highest of 
these trestles 
ma’ae 
the 
celebrated 
Marent trestle, 
betw’een 
Reid 
and 
Evaro, appear almost a pigmy In pro­ 
portion. Of the structures mentioned, 
two will be built entirely of steel and 
tement. 
The remainder will be prin- 
vlpally of timbers. 
The timbers used 
are so large that 
though 
the Bitter 
Root range has upon it many immense 
trees, none could 
be found of 
suffi 
cient diameter to meet 
the 
require­ 
ments and 500 carloads of 
this 
ma­ 
terial had to be shipped from the Pa­ 
cific coast. 
Workmen are drilling on both sides 
of the mountain at the Taft tunnel and 
It is expected the 
forces 
will 
meet 
some time during the coming spring. 
Every effort is being extended in this 
direction and a full force of men and 
machinery is being worked night and 
day.—Missoula (Mont.) Missoulan.

The last condi­ 
tion is essential in order to prevent 
parents who may know something of 
astrology themselves from “faking” a 
brilliant horoscope from a hypotheti­ 
cal date, and thus even doing the stars 
out of their job. 
The child whose horoscope shows 
the most proiiiising future w’ill 
be 
aw’arded one of 
> 
, 
Each of 
the application foi.. 
» .ill be turned 
over to a number of ‘w’ell-known and 
skilled . astrologists,” and the 
child 
having the best “future” is to he given 
the chamce, as it w'ere, of living up 
to it. 
For instance, if, among the 
competitors, there are any young Na­ 
poleons, Miltons or George Washing­ 
tons, this fact at once will 
be 
rf> 
vealed. and all the budding genius has 
to do is simply to “bud” and the fu­ 
ture will do the rest. 
That the new idea is “catching on” 
In England is demonstrated by the 
fact that hundreds of parents have 
gone in for *he prize offered. 
If the 
method becomes general, it w’ill save 
educational authorities a vast deal of 
trouble. Instead of worrying with the 
mentally deficient, the casting of th# 
horoscope will show wdiere the short/ 
coming lies, and the child can be dealt 
with accordingly. 
There is no use in 
wasting an education fit 
for 
Isaac 
Newton on a child who will never rise 
above the mathematical attainments 
of Simple Simon, for instance, and so 
trouble will be saved all ’round. 
Children who receive the horoscope 
prizes are to get the money in “hard 
cash.” 
The idea of giving out real 
mopey in connection with these myf^ 
Meal problems is a novel one in its^'lf, 
and that alone wil! account for the im- 
'iiense popularity of the new scheme. 
( I mystieal money were paid for horo­ 
scope scholarships, or the children 
had to wait until the future corrob­ 
orated the I,redictions of the star­ 
gazing experts, very little 
interest 
w'ould be taken in the matter. 
The 


scholarships are to be given on very 
practical subjects. 
For 
instance, if 
the horoscope indicates that the child 
has nuisiral talent, the $7.5 award Is to 
be devoted to developing the musical 
faculties, and this course wdll also b« 
followed with reference to artistic ge­ 
nius, business capacity and even “all- 
around ability.” 
Just wliat this last 
term signifies it is a little difficult to 
say. It seems, however, that the horo- 
Bcopists are not to limit their award. 
If a child’s career points, for instance, 
to a brilliant future as a trust mag­ 
nate, every facility—to the extent Q? 
the $75—is to be given to develop the 
“all-around ability” in the specific dl 
sections indicated by the star chart. 
The scholarships for the best horo­ 
scopes are not to be confined cither to 
girls or boys, but either sex is open to 
coDipete. 
The first three awards are 
to be made to children under the age 
of 14; while the fourth goes to the 
boy or girl botwcan the ages of 14 and 
17 whose horoscope denotes the
